THAT GREAT TABERNACLE MEETING 



BY ONE WHO WAS THERE 



In the quarter of a century of Nar- 
berth's life there has not been such a 
meeting as was held in the Depfer 
Tabernacle last Sunday evening. It 
was the greatest religious meeting in 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant. 
It was the largest gathering of any 
sort chat has ever met under a roof 
in Narberth. The tabernacle seats 
about 1100, and it appeared to be com- 
fortably filled on Sunday night, though 
a few hundred more could have been 
squeezed in. 

If any of the Christian people of 
Narberth expected this evangelist, Dr. 
H. A. Depfer, to tickle their ears, they 
must have gone away Sunday night 
disappointed. The Narberth pastors 
are plain spoken, and they do not 
shrink from telling their people about 
sin, but probably no such plain speak- 
ing has ever been heard by the Chris- 
tian people in Narberth as they heard 
from this evangelist Sunday night. 
The preacher's text was from the 
Psalm: "Search me, O God, and know 
my heart. Try me, and know my 
thoughts, and see if there be any 
wicked way in me; and lead me in 
the way everlasting." 

One citizen of Narberth had said — 
without knowing that Dr. Depfer was 
over hearing it — "Why do we want a 
tabernacle in Narberth? The idea of 
such a thing! It would be well enough 
if they took the tabernacle to Ard- 
more. where they have saloons." 

After that Sunday night meeting the 
Christian people went out feeling that 
if there was a benighted heathen town 
on the face of the earth that needed 
a revival, that town was beautiful, 
cultured, respectable Narberth. the 
"year-round home town." And they 
also went away feeling that the great- 
est thing that could happen to this 
town from every standpoint, commer- 
cial, moral and religious, is this re- 
vival campaign that is going on. 

The preacher was talking especially 
to Christians, and with keen cutting 
words he showed what the results 
would be if the church members of 
Narberth would let God search their 
hearts. He found prayerlessness, pro- 
fessing Christian mothers and fathers 
whose children had never heard them 
pray. He found worldliness, pro- 
fessing Christian wives who danced 
and played cards and had no love 



whatever for a prayer meeting, but 
who perhaps were anxious for their 
unconverted husbands, who do not 
profess to follow Christ, but who live 
exactly the same kind of lives that 
they themselves live. He found un- 
confessed sin, and reached the highest 
point of his vehemence when he scored 
the gossiping tongues that fasten 
slander upon their neighbors — par- 
ticularly the Christians who dare to 
refer to past sin in the lives of others, 
sin which has been confessed and 
abandoned and covered by the blood 
of Christ. 

Under Professor Arnold's able 
leadership the choir of nearly a hun- 
dred voices showed up splendidly, and 
the singing was a notable feature of 
the service. One of the handicaps of 
the opening week has been the illness 
of Professor Chapman, throwing the 
whole burden of the meetings upon 
Dr. Depfer. Let everyone who can 
sing turn out and help Professor 
Arnold, who takes up the work. But 
you will have to come early, as seats 
will probably be at a premium from 
Tuesday night on. 

Tuesday night a body of Billy Sun- 
day Trail-Hitters from Philadelphia 
will be guests at the tabernacle. Dr. 
Depfer evidently has no jealousy about 
trail-hitters of another evangelist. 
Wednesday night the members of the 
various churches are ito meet at their 
respective places of worship and 
march in a body to the tabernacle, and 
the body reaching there first is to 
have the center block of seats. Thurs- 
day night is for all of the ladies' 
societies; and the men will want to 
make a special point of getting there 
that night. Friday is to be the 
famous High School night. Every 
afternoon there will be a meeting in 
the tabernacle from three to four, and 
on Tuesday and Friday afternoons 
from 4 to 4.45 ithere Will be parlor 
meetings at the homes of Mrs. Jones, 
South Narberth avenue, and Mrs. 
Cole, Iona avenue. 

Narberth is probably the first of the 
Main Line towns to have a campaign 
of this sort. Let us wake up the 
towns for miles away. It is an un- 
paralleled opportunity to make Nar- 
berth count for the highest things. 
Get into it, and get into it soon. This 
revival ought to, and can, mark a new 
era in Narberth's history.
